BULLER AGAIN MARCHING ON LADYSMITH 


Situation Looks Brighter for British Arms. 
Ladysmith heard from; Health of the 
Garrison Improvirg. Nothing New at 
Modder River. Mafeking Still Holds its 
Own and a little more. 


The following was received after we 
had gone to press last Friday:: 
i Winnipeg, Feb. 2, ’00. 
Cape Town, Feb. 2.—Reported Gen. 
French has taken 800 Boer prisoners. 
Gen. Roberts demands 90,000 more men; 
The cabinet has decided to raise them 
by order of conscription which will be 
proclaimed Feb. 14th. : 
Winnipeg, Feb. 5th, 700. 
London, (Monday) Feb. 5th: Des- 
patches from Durban on Sunday say 
Gen. Sir Redvers Buller crossed the 
Tugela river on Friday night and is 
marching on Ladysmith. No definite 
news will be permitted to go out until 
Ladysmith is relieved. 


Another special from Durban says 
“It is probable that General Buller 
crossed at a point above Frichard’s 
drift, leaving the enemy to the right 
and is marching on Acton Homes from 
whence the roid to Ladysmith runs 
almost due east, through a fairly open 
country. it is reported here that 
Buller will reach Ladysmith Monday 
night. 

Pietermaritzburg, feb. 5th: The 
correspondent of the Daily Mail tele- 
graphing yesterday says: “General 
Buller has undoubtedly secured the 
road to Ladysmith and should reach his 
objective point this week. It is be- 
lieved here thai the objective pointi.of 
the Boers in occupying Ngutu in Zulu- 
Zland is to secura a road from Dundee 
to Vryheid in case of a retreat. It is 
also learned from a reliable source that 
General Joubert was seriously injured 
by a shell in the fight at Willow 
Grange, and that he will never be able 
to command again on horseback. My 
informant says he is in fact retired 
from the field.. The Boers admit 
that the attack on Ladysmith was a 
Serious blunder and would not have 
oscurrea if Gen. Joubert had been in 

command. Gen. Lucas Meyers played 
the coward at Talana, and sheltered 
imself in a red cross w agon shamming 
sickness. He has been unable to face 
the Boers since as they threatened to 
shoot him. The Boers say Great Brit- 
ain made a mistzke in not’ sending Gen. 
Wood. I understand they still have 
thousands of bags of flour stored in 
reserve at Delagocz Bay. 

A message from Ladysmith dated 
yesterday, (Sunday) sent by heliograph 
from Signal Hill says: “Garrison was 
much cheered by hearing General Bui- 
ler’s guns yesterday. Result of en- 
gagement is not known. Boers are 
again massing near Ladysmith and 
also taking another gun towards Sur- 
prise hill. We are quite ready for 
them if they contemplate an- 
other attack. An _ earlier despatch 
from the same source, dated Saturday, 
says “Bullers guns have been heard 
again, otherwise very quiet. We are 
waiting further news of his progress, 
There have been no further develop- 
ments here. Very few Boers remain 
northwest of camp. The majority are 
concentrated south and west. Healthiof 
the garrison is imprcving. A iilying 
column has reached north Zululand to 
check Bver cattle raiding. 

At Modder river the enemy, is’ tear- 
ing up the track and blowing up cul- 


verts te stop the British advance to- 
wards Kimberley. 
A considerable number of Boers 


were seen treking towards Jacobsdal

‘The report- 
ed rich gold quartz strike of the Potts 
party is not turning out according to 
expactations. He was employed by 
Bredin & Cornwall to freight trading 
supplies from Lesser Slave to their 
branch store at Saskatoon lake, Grand 
Prairie, and mads two irips, via Peace 
River Crossing, cutting fifty miles 
oi road from Dunvegan. A good wag- 
on trail now exists over that distance. 
On the journey in he was accompani- 
ed by J. McNally, the trip in occupy- 
ing 11 days, coming by the Landing. 
Fur is scarce and high at the lake. 

—Geo, Butchart, of Stony Plain; was 
in town on Saturday for the first time 
in four years. Mr. Butchart is now 
86 years of age, and was ong of the 
pioneers of Canada in the early days 
of its settlement, haying come from 
Venezuela to Guelph, Ont., seventy 
years azo, Guelph was then not even 
a hamlet, the place being composed, of 
the Canada Company’s house. Mr. 
Butchart has had an active ang inter- 
esting life. Previous to emigrating to 
Canada he resided in Venezuela for 
two years, being at last driven 
cut by the monkeys wich became such 
% pest that everything the settlers 
raised was deyoured by them. After 
landing in Canada he took an active 
part in the formation of the militia 
corps, being appointed captain in the 
first battalion of Bruce militia, andj 
taking a prominent part in suppressing 
the Wm. Lyon Mackenzie and Papin- 
eau rebellion. Mr. Butchart comes 
honestly by his martial spirit, as his 
father was a captain in Welllington’s 
army at the battle of Waterloo, and 
was slightly wounded by a sabre cut 
in the charge of Napoleon’s Old Guard. 
Though &6 years of age Mr. Butchart is 
hale and hearty yet and only wishes 
ibit he were 26 years younger that 
he might take up arms for England

TO EXPLORE THE NORTH. 

Some years ago the brothers, Tyrell, 
the wel] known Canadian expiorers, for 
the first time in history, crossed over 
from the Mackenzie 


river valley to 
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Hudson’s Bay, travelling by way of 
Lake Athabasca and Lake Dubaunt. 
Mr. J. W. Tyrell, of Haniilton, is now 
zoing to endeavor to go from Fort 
Resolution, on Great Slave lake, Hud- 
son’s Bay, and Archdeacon Lofthousey 


who has worked for many years on 


the west shore of Hudson’s Bay, 
will accompany him. Gn_ the last 
journey the ‘Tyrells found several 


new tribes of Eskimo aiong the north 
ern rivers, running into Hudson’s Bay, 
and Archdeacon Lofthouse is anxious 
to see these people and establish’ a 
mission for them. The plan which was 
explained to the interviewer was to 
leave Ottawa on Jan. 16 and go to 
Edmonton. Then by dog train they 
would follow along the Athabasca and 
Mackenzie rivers to Fort Resolution 
and then as soon as the ice disappears 
in the spring they will start off in 


canoes to find their way across 
the great barren land as it has 
been described. They expect to 
reach Chesterfield Inlet on Hud- 


son’s Bay in September., when Mr. 
Lofthouse will make preparations to 
spend the winter at Chesterfield, visit 
ing the missions to the south during 
the following summer. Mr. Tyrell 
will endeavor to return home by re- 
traciug his steps to Great Slave lake, 
but may also be forced to spend the 
winter at Chesterfield.

They 
took the wounded colonels, as they like 
colonels, and prefer one with a title, 
but they rifled their pockets, and went 
for bread in the haversacks, with’ greed, 
I don’t think they can be getting 
much bread now. They also stripped 
our dead of all clothing, for they have 
no pimliso behind them, and officers’ 


breeches were highly treasured. 
The arrangements made by the 
medical officers were perfect. The 


wounded were picked up almost at 
once and within 12 hours they were 
comfortably settled in hospitals and 
being attended by the best nurses, 
with every comfort that money could 
precure.” J 

There is only one thing worse than 
the scarcity of reliable war news from 
the front and that is the superfluity 
of conjecture indulged in by a class 
of reporters, termed war critics, whose 
eifusions appear in the leading Eng- 
lisk papers and succeed only in mis- 
leading the public by deductions based 
on false premises and prophesies which 
subsequent events have invariably 
preved incorrect. A comparison of the 
different surmises as they appear will 
prove this. When Spion Kop was cap- 
tured they said: “The critical mom- 
ent of Gen. Buller’s campaign has pass- 
ed, althouzh much arduous work re- 
mains, and his army is still exposed to 
the danger of a counter attack. He 
has secured at Spion Kop high 
ground, from which his men can! look 
down and fire upon the enemy with 
deadly effect.” After the evacuation 
of Spion Kop they said: “As a majt- 
ter of fact, Great Britain assumed that 
the point gained was more conclusive 
than it really was.” 

Ladysmith, Sunday, Jan. 28.—(Helio- 
graphed to Swartz Kop, north of the 
Tugela river)—“The news of the pro- 
longation of the siege, resulting from 
General Bulier’s failure, is received 
with fortitude.

“possibility of successfully raising fall 
wheat was written by C. Kettles, of 
Pincher Creek, to W. Toole, of the C. 
P. R. land department, in answer to a 
request for information on the mat- 
ter. It explains itself: 

In reply to yours of the 16th’ inst., 
re fall wheat [ beg to statd that>I have 
been growing it very successfully for 
the last six or eight years. Myi prac- 
tise is to summer fallow and manure 
the land thoroughly in the fore part 
of tha season, thoroughly destroying 
weeds. I sow about the last of July; 
to middle of August thus securing @ 
strong growth before the fall frosts 
set in. The heavy growth of wheat 
makes sufficient covering without 
snow. Unlike eastern countries the 
wheat is always entirely killed by 
frost, but a new growth comes up 
early in the spring, in fact my fall 
wheat is always green before the; nat- 
tive grass. I have never threshed less 
than 40 bushels to the acre and as high 
as sixty of prime wheat. Will send 
you a sample if you would care to 
see it. There is quite an acreage oi 
fall wheat sown in this district this 
year.

GENERAL NEWS 
Advices have just been received at 

Lagos, British West Africa, from Job- 
ba thajt Capt. Carrol of the Norfolk, 
regiment and 150 men of the West Af- 
rican frontier forces while escorting 
the telegraph construction staff were 
attacked on Jan. 9 by 2,000 Nitchi and 
Basa tribesmen.

WHY ENGLAND IS AT WAR. 
St. Paul Globe. 


Why England is at war with the 
Boers ? h 


Because when England gave — back 
the Transvaal to President Kruger it 
was upon two conditions: _ i 

First-—-That the British should be 
treated on equal terms with the 
Boers. : 


Second—That Engiand should be the 
suzerian or paramount power. 


Yet, notwithstanding these promises 
and the conventions of 1881 and 1884, 
our feilow subjects, to whose industry, 
skill and capital the Transvaal owes 
its prosperity, and who pay most of 
the taxes, have been treated by Pre- 
sident Kruger and his goverament 
with every indignity,and recused equal 
civic rights. 

Because the Boers have declared 
their intention sf ousting England 
from that position,as paramount pow- 
er, In favor o fihemselves. 


Because President Kruger has ad- 
dressed an insoient ultimatum to Eng- 
land, practically ordering her out of 
South Africa. 

Sooner or later there will be a 
federation of South African states, 
and the happiness amd prosperity of 
the country depend on the Briton,and 
not on the Boer, being the ruling 
power. 

England is at war to project 
fellow subjects from ignominious 
pression; to maintain the authority 
of her Queen and country; to insure 
to all equal political and civil rights, 
and to lay the foundation of a’ last- 
ing peace. 

What is England zoing 

about ? 
“This is the question that Sir H. 
Cam/pbel\s-Bannerman put in his speech 
at Maidsione, on Friday, the, 6th of 
October. 

It is a question that might’ fairly 
be asked the Boer government, that 
has forced on but not the Brit- 
ish government. 

What the British government has 
done is to ask, as it wasitheir dutylto 
ask ror redress for grave infringments 
of the convention of 1884, and for 
wrongs inilicted on their subjects ever 
since the Transvaal was madca_ semi- 
independent state by Mr. Gladstone in 
1881. 

The record cf unredressed, grievances 
is by no means a short one. 

That is io say, that although Great 
Britain is in a position of “suzerainty” 
or whatever it siuuid be called, to- 
ward the Transvaal, ihe selilers in 
that state—of which origin—are not 
only in a posilion of equality 
with the Dutch seitiers, but are 
stamped with political inferiority, or, 
as Sir A. Miiner puts it are treated 
as helots.

And to those “Little Eng- 
landers’—friends to every 
their fellow subjects—who ask the 
question, “‘What would England do ii 
a demand was made to’ enfranchise 
al) the foreigners in it?” the reply 
is—The right of the English in Natal 
are the rights of the Boers; the rights 
of the English in Cape Cclony are the 
rights of the Boers; and the rights, 
too, of the English in Ganada are the 
rights of the French. 

But there is still much more: 

After the fourch standard the Eng- 
lish language is denied to the school 
children, altbough the Litlanders pay 
practically all Lue expenses of the edu- 
cational system in the Transvaal. 

Public meetings are interfered with. 

The judges are no longer an __inde- 
pendent body; a resolution of tha first 
raad may upset their judgments. 

British subjects are tried without 
juries. 

They are subjected to all kinds 
indignities. 


Colored Brilish subjects are openly 
maltreated. 

Millions of the money grasped from 
the Uitlanders are spent in bribery 
and corruption. 

In one word—The British subject in 
the Transvaal is placed in a condition 
of political, educaiionail and social in- 
feriority to the Boers, while their 
lives and property are endangered. 

And yet Sir H. Campbell-Bannerman 
asks “What is Eazgland going to war 
about ¢”

There is much more to say on the 
subject, but surely what has _ been 
said is enough. 

No other nation would have stood 
what the British nation have stcod; no 
other nation would have demanded as 
litile, 

{ndeed, it is largely the long patience 
of the British nation, its chivalrous 
desire to be gentie with' a small semi- 
independent and semicivilized state, 
which has been misunderstood, and 
which has ied that state to believe 
in its superiority and determined it 
to throw off, if possible, all control 
and to become independent. 

The Transvaal has been for the last 
fifteen yeary a standing menace to 
the peace of the whole of South Africa. 

The realization of the schemes of the 
Boers would mean the loss of Eng- 
land’s South African empire. 

Such a result Lord Salibury’s 
government is determined to prevent, 
even at the cost of war,

TEACHER’S AGENCIES. 

-It is more than probable that the 
majority of the school teachers and 
trustees in this disirict have been can- 
vassed by one or more of the so-called 
Teachers’ Bureaus ia operation in the 
Territories. Schcol bvards have, on 
some occasions, when in need of teach- 
ers, wiicten to an agency asking that 
teachers be sent to tham, and teach- 
ers have been sent forthwith.

MANITOBA WHEAT. * 

Free Press: The advance in wheat 
prices reported last week continued 
without break until the first of the 
present week, gaining in that time 2 
1-2c per bushel. Unfortunately the ad- 
vance received a sharp check Tuesday, 
prices losing 11-2c per bushel, mak- 
ing the advance on the week one cent. 
Statistics continue favorable to the 
buying side, and probably the drop in 
Tuesday’s price is a natural set-back, 
after prices have advacned as they 
have done from: 4 to 5¢ per bushel from 
the lowest point. The world’s — ship- 
ments to Europe still continue moder- 
ate, only 5,070,000 bushels last week 
against weekly requirements of 7,- 
900,000 bushels. 

In sympathy with the strength in 
outside markets there has been a 
firmer feeling in the Manitoba wheat 
trade. Prices have advanced in line 
with other markets and there has 
been more inquiry and a little more 
actual trade than for some weeks 
back. The price of one hard spot 
Fort William, has risen from 64¢ “

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IS WAK IMPOSSIBLE? 

Under the heading, “Has war at- 
tained such perfection that it is noj 
longer possible?” the Montreal Star 
discusses the question of the improve- 
ment of modern armament and gives a 
synopsis of a remarkable book oa the 
subject recently published by J. S. 
Bloch, a Warsaw banker who retired 
some years ago to study political 
economy. 

Exactly what happened at Siorm- 
berg was foretold in this book; the 
causes of the defeat of Lord Methuen 
and General Bulier were likewise 
prophesied as an inevitable result of 
war between civilized races at the pres- 
ent time. 

“At first,” he says, “there will be in- 
creased slaughter, on so terribie a scale 
as to render it impossible to get troops 
to push the battle to a decisive issue. 
They will try to, thinking that they 
are fighting under the old conditions, 
and they will learn sucha lesson that 
they will abandon the attempt for 
ever. Then, instead of a war fought 
out to the bitter end in a series of de- 
cisive battles, we shall have ag a sub- 
stitute along period of continually 
increasing strain upon the resources 
of the combatants.” = 

The substance of Mr. Bioch’s de- 
duction are that under the new, céndi- 
tions it would be practically impossibie: 


ist. To make reliable reconnaiss- 
ances. (See letters from war corres- 
pondents). 


2nd. To carry out frontal attacks 
without great numerical loss. (com- 
pare the results of defeats at the Mod- 
der and Tugela rivers). 


8. To cross the zone of fire without 
tover. (Compare soldiers’ letters from 
the front) 


4th. To carry out surprises. ‘ (Com- 
pare Gatacre’s reverse at Stormberg). 

5th. To avoid loss of guns through 
long-range rifle fire. (Compare the 
loss of Gen. Buller’s eleven guns). 


6th. ‘To follow up victory. 

7th. That entrenchments adapted to 
modern conditions would be invisible. 

Mr. Bloch’s deductions have been 
wonderfully corroborated in the pres- 
ent war so far as the British army 
is concerned, but while modern arma- 
ment has so far made war impossible 


to them it has had the opposite effect 
on the enemy.
